Confidential Informants of the WFO were not contacted inasmuch 
as there are none available who are cognizant of any activities for the 
period of I929 to 1930 which is the latest date of the applicant's residence 
or employment in this area. 


It is to be noted that WILLIAM FREDERICK MEGGERS, Principal 
Physicist, Optics Division, National Bureau of Standards, Department 
of Commerce, was investigated in July of 191*2 under the Hatch Act 
and was also Investigated in November, 19l*7 as an Atomic Energy Act 
Employee investigation. The results of the foregoing investigations 
were reflected in the report of SA HENRI H. FRANKLIN dated July 18,
